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Four Jackson Employes Suspended

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Slate Corrections director 


Perry Johnson has upheld suspensions for four prison 
employes charged with negligence in the escape of 
convicted police killer Kenneth Oliver. All four were 
suspended Tuesday for one to three days without pay 
for negligently violating security rules. Charges of 
negligence were dropped against a fifth Southern) 
.Michigan Prison employe. A three-member panel is 
trying to determine whether to recommend discipline 
for a sixth employe. Those-suspended may appeal. 


"I'm satisfied that they have tightened up on the 


security procedures so that a situation like this cannot 
occur again," said state Sen. Charles Zollar, R-Benton 
Harbor. Zollar's Senate district includes Niles, where 


State Police trooper.Steven DeVries was shot and 
killed on Oct. 12, 1972, after a bank robbery--' Oliver 
escaped from prison March 21 by hiding in a laundry- 
cart on a truck being used to haul away old prison 
records, state corrections officials said. The FBI 
recaptured Oliver last week in Los Angeles, and he is 
being returned to Michigan. 


Charged in helping Oliver flee is Oscar Rodriguez, 


28, of Adrian, a prison employe, and two other persons. 
Rodriguez originally faced state and federal prosecu- 
tion for aiding and abetting the escape. Assistant U.S. 
Atty. Donald Currie said in Detroit the federal charge 
was being dropped in favor of the state charge since a 
state facility was involved. Richard Thrams was sus- 
pended three days for letting Oliver out of his cell an 
hour early without proper authorisation- 


Samuel Crater was suspended three days for giving 


Oliver a key to get into the prison infirmary records 
area. Oliver apparently returned to the unlocked area 
later and hid there in a laundry cart which eventually 
was hauled to the truck. Wade Stone was suspended 
three days for failing to properly inspect the truck in 
which Oliver is alleged to have escaped. 


Richard demons was suspended one day for letting 


an inmate drive a truck into the prison instead of 
switching drivers as required. Charges were dropped 
against Donald Patnode in connection with searching 
the truck. Richard McCoy. 49. assistant infirmary ad- 
ministrator, is being investigated as to whether he 
failed to account for Oliver in informal headcounts the 
day he escaped.

Patty's Pals Praise

SAN FRANCISCO .(AP) - 


Jack and Mieki Scott say that 
although they have never met 
Patricia Hearst's father, Ran- 
dolph A. Hearst, they feel he has 
been "ripped off financially and 
emotionally" in the past year. 


The Scotts, linked in news 


reports to the search for Miss 
Hearst, 
said 
they 
were 


surprised and gratified 
by 


Hearst's recent- statement 
referring to them as "non- 
violent an.1 sincere people." 


"We were certainly apprecia- 


tive of the comment," Scott told 
The Associated Press Tuesday. 
"It-showed great compassion.'' 


Hearst, editor and president 


of the San Francisco Examiner. 


said of the Scotts last week, "I 
have absolutely no knowledge of 
any part they may have played 
in helping Patricia. However, I 
assume whatever they may have 
done was done for her safety 
and for humanitarian reasons." 


Scott said neither he nor his 


wife has ever met or spoken to 
Hearst. 


"We knew about him only 


from what we had read." Scott 
said. 
"But 
this 
comment 


showed us something about him 
that we did not know. 


"We may have different views 


than he does on certain things, 
but we understand on a human 
level that he has been very 
ripped off financially and emo- 


tionally." 


Patricia Hearst, 21, was kid- 


naped Feb. 4, 1974, and her 
father spent S2 million on free 
food for the poor — a demand of 
her 
Symbionese 
Liberation 


Army abductors. After the food, 
she denounced her father and 
said she had joined her kid- 
napers.

Doctors report Adam is the 


only child ever to survive so 
long with pacemakers which, 
unlike most similar devices, aid 
breathing. 


The pacemakers receive sig- 


nals via the wires an stimulate 
young Adams' diaphragm. The 
diaphragm, a muscle which ac- 
tivates the lungs, was paralyzed 
at 
birth. 
The 
pacemakers 


stimulate the muscle, just as 
they do a damaged heart. 


"This is the first time two 


pacers have been used simul- 
taneously 
to 
activate 
tire 


diaphragm," said Dr. Leonard 
Radecki. 


"At the present time, he can't 


breathe by himself. We don't 
know if he'll ever breathe by 
himself," said the doctor, head 


of the neonatal unit at Butter- 
worth 
Hospital 
in 
Grand 


Rapids. Adam lived at the hos- 
pital from his birth last July 27 
until Monday. 


Tire pacemakers, implanted 


on each side of the baby's chest, 
use radio signals to stimulate 
the paralyzed muscle. 


"Essentially, it's a radio 


transmitter 
with 
a 
radio 


receiver that's transplanted 
under 
his skin." Radecki 


explained. 


Before the pacemakers were 


implanted, Adam spent his first 
six months with a breathing 
machine. 


Adam's mother, Wanda. 27, 


accompanied him home from 
the hospital Monday along with 
several nurses and Radecki. 
The child's father. Lloyd, wait- 
ed at the family's rural home 
oast of Ionia. 


Nevins, 37, a restaurant cook, 


admitted his son will require 


''quite a bit of extra care. God's 
taken care of him this long, 
that's all I can rely on. After a: 
while, it will all be routine. It'll 
be different from everybody 
elses routine, though." 


Part of that routine is an 


alarm that sounds by the crib if 
Adam stops breathing. It alerts 
his parents to hook up a bedside 
resuscitator to try saving his 
life. 


In addition, the paralysis 


keeps Adam from crying so his 
mother rises at two hour inter- 
vals during the night to check 
on her new son. 


Adam's future is uncertain. 


Radecki said, although "this 
baby is growing up and acting 
like a normal baby except he 
doesn't breathe. 


"There is still a chance the 


function (ability to breathe) will 
return. He's a real trooper but 
as far as what holds true for the 
future, only time will tell."

Government Asks Business 
To Perform Rescue Mission 


Eighty-eight year ago in response to 


growing dissatisfaction by, shippers 
with the railroads' arbitrary prac- 
tices, Congress created the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to force some 
economic religion down the carriers' 
throats. 


The ICC's quasi judicial authority 


has grown as the ensuing nine 
decades introduced new forms of 
transportation and further complexi- 
ties among older types. The Com- 
mission today regulates pipelines, 
ferries, bridges, internal waterways, 
coastal and intercoastal shipping, 
trucks and buses. Until 1934, it also 
regulated telephone, telegraph and 
cable companies. Congress shifted 
that authority into the Federal Com- 
munications Commission which had 
been created in 1927 to bring some 
order out of the engineering chaos 
characterizing radio broadcasting. 


Earlier in its assigned career to 


reduce the railroads' stranglehold on 
the economy the ICC 'developed a 
philosophy totally at odds with the 
anti-trust laws. It effectively stopped 
the 
railroads 
from 
competing 


amongst themselves and all trans- 


.. portation modes from competing 
; against one another. Every carrier, 
: whatever its form, was guaranteed a 
piece of the action. 


- The Commission also adopted a 
V work habit putting to shame the 


malingering productivity practices of 
the building trade unions. Every 
problem coming before it for a 
decision was digested so long and so 
thoroughly that the ultimate ruling in 
many instances had become of his- 
torical significance only. 


The saga of the Chicago, Rock 


Island & Pacific Railroad is an apt 
illustration of this inept way of going 
at 
things, 
except 
that 
by 
an 


•unprecedented move on" its part the 
• ICC is sponsoring a sane approach to 
its; customary inanity. 


Founded before the Civil War, the 


Rock Island had its share of ups and 
downs over the year until in 1965 its 
earnings fell permanently into the 
red. 


The midwestern states it serves are 


overcapacitized by rail trackage. The 
Rock Island's routes for the most part 
are slower than its competitors. Top 
management has been a question 
mark in recent times. 


Merger 
Into other roads had 


become an obvious answer before the 
red ink turned visible. 


The Chicago & Northwesten filed as 


the first suitor in that respect. Others 
joined the fray as competing lovers. 


An ICC hearing examiner plowed 


through this maze for several years 
and then spent another three years 
devising his own consolidation plan. 


The full ..Commission rejected his 


proposal and, last December posted a 
version to divide the ailing carrier 
among the Union Pacific, the Santa 
Fe, the Southern Pacific, and the 
Denver & Rio Grande. 


It imposed so many conditions that 


the Union Pacific, anxious as it is to 
get a toehold in Chicago, pulled out. 


Two months ago the Rock Island 


management announced the line 
would have to berth its trains because 
it had no money to pay wages and 
bills.

A month ago the -heads of 23 


railroads gathered in Washington, 
first at the Madison hotel and then at 
the ICC's offices, to divide the Rock 
Island between themselves. 


The ICC has to approve their div- 


; vying up arrangement; but • having 


invited them in the first instance to 
argue out, between themselves what 
over a decade* of formal hearing 
proceedings -failed to. untangle, the 
chance seems good for the program. 


Privately many ICC staff people 


describe the Commission's handling 
of the Rock Island case as atrocious. 


It is a kindly self-appraisal because 


in 24 hours the railroad executives 
accomplished what the. Commission 
had fumbled with for nearly 12 years; 
and by their own haggling brought. 
.out a re'sult astonishingly close.to the 
original proposal in the early '60s. 


Anthony Haswell, a Chicago lawyer 


specializing in railroad matters, is 
quoted by The Wall Street Journal as 
saying, "Several members of the ICC 
should be impeached for their role in 
this disaster arid probably deserve to 
spend some time in prison." 


The Ford Administration is asking 


Congress to bypass the. ICC on 
mergers and basic restructuring in 
routes. The White House would 
transfer that authority to the Trans- 
portation Secretary for a quick 
decision. 


That's one way to awaken a drowsy 


doctor, but it .runs the peril of subs- 
tituting one bureaucracy for another 
in the paper shuffling game. 


A better way would be to rewrite 


the statutory ground rules so as to 
require the ICC to come into the late 
20th century.

The 
new body, consisting of six members 
chosen equally by the President, the 
House and the Senate, will be the 
guiding force to see that strict ac- 
countabiliy and full public disclosure 
of campaign financing are maintained.

WASHINGTON (NBA) - The

besides no will to tend either. A 
paralysis of foreboding has 
gripped the. small staff of 
diplomats. To hell with the 
chores." they 
reason, 
the 


homeland is dying, "and we all 
wnnder what our futures will 
be." - 


For the most part, they 


wonder alone. The Cambodian 
presence in Washington has 
never been such to accumulate 
friends of the sort who might 
now rush in with worrybeads.. 
The embassy building is miles 
the other way from the town's 
area of diplomatic influence. - 
and its staff, "very (|uiet, 
people.' 
are 
likewise 
far 


removed from the centers of In- 
ternational political power. 


Thus they gloom outside the 


care and conscience of this 
tow n. They report each morning 
at 9. some not knowing if there 
is any friendly government left 
to report to — and they spend 
their days answering phones 
and 
letters, 
or 
perhaps 


exchanging frets and rumors. In 
one sense — their distance from, 
the war itself — they are for- 
tunate. But as concerns the 
emotional tragedy each 
is- 


experiencing today, they-are a 
pathetic lot. , 


"What we are doing." says 


Gaffar Peang-Meth, 30, "is 
waiting to see how we will live 
the rest of bur lives." He, a 
short arid slim man, with hair 
coming down from his ears like 
the bristles of a paintbrush, is 
the "second secretary — press 
attache" of the Combodian 
staff. As -such, his job is" 
propaganda 
and 
optimism. - 


' Right now; however, as he con- 
fesses, "I am not very optimis- 
tic." 
Indeed, 
he 
foresees- 


nothing but hardship for his 
country and for himself: 
• "Some of my relatives are 
already under Communist coh- 
-trol at Angkor Wat. I don't hear 
from them directly, but what 
news .1 get is not very good. I 
don't know if they've been in- 
jured, or if the Communists use 


them because of their rela- 
tionship to me. but I do know 
they live very hard. Food is 
scarce, for one thing. For 
another, obviously, living with 
Communists is difficult." 


Though a diplomat to the last, 


and thus reluctant to discuss the 
end of his government, Peang- 
Meth nonetheless admits he has 
been giving serious thought to 
how it would be for him per- 
sonally to live with the Com- 
munists. 


•'How would I be treated? 


How would my family (a wife, 
two children) be treated? I can 
{•wss.'l don't want to talk about 
bloodbath, but it is true the 
Communists have a very poor 
track record concerning such 
.things — and I can only assume 
they will repeat their past. 
Therefore. I could not go home 
with them iri charge; nobody 
wlio is really .a; free man could 
doso." . ;"; v'._ : 
-The alternatives for Guffar 
Peang-Meth. then,' are: (1) "to 
live outside Cambodia as long as 
the Communists ruled"; or (2) 
"to go home in' secret and begin 
fighting them from the hills."

courses to take, but leans 
toward the latter.

Communists is inevitable. But 
whether this is rhetoric or 
reality is unknown. Peang- 
Meth's class is the capitalist, 
and capitalists seldom invite 
hardships easily. Yet right now 
such talk is-perhaps the only 
solace for the fearful 
and 


perplexed Cambodian citizens 
wtib are soon to be expatriates. 
It is not much, but as the Khmer 
dreams and embassy go to seed 
here, it is a little bitter of hope 
where otherwise there would be 
none at all.

senior citizens 'are forcing 
themjinto politics, just as con- 
cern over the draft. and the 
Vietnam war mobilized young 
people a few years ago 


A Congressional .investigation 


of nursing home abuses, ac- 
companied by grand • jury 
probes in several states, has 
been the biggest domestic 
scandal • of the past month 
When President Ford called for. 
a 5 per cent ceiling on the 
cost-of-living increase built into 
Social Security payments. :il 
\vas a big political'dud. 
Pressed by elderly citizens, the 
mayors of New, York and the 
District of Columbia announced 
last month the .creation for the 
first time of special offices for 
services to the elderly similar 
to Ions-established agencies (of 
other special interest groups. 


Congress recently tacked a 


special payment of ISO on its 
tax reform, measure just for 
senior citizens.

Since 1973, when Congress 


amended the Older Americans 
Act to Include legal aid among 
the services eligible for fund- 
ing, some 31 legal clinics have 
been eatabUshed specializing in 
the pnMeim of, older people.

the poll, conducted by Louis 
Harris, was to dispel some of 
the myths about old age and 
attract attention td their real 
problems. 

The - proportion 
of 
the 


population over 65 is 15 percent 
of all adults ,and growing 
steadily; caclr year. Further- 
more, older people consistently 
vote in higher percentages than 
other age groups. In the 1972 
Presidential election, for ins- 
tance, 83 5 percent of those 65 
and over voted/as compared to 
less than 58 percent for those 
between the ages of 18 and 24. 


The' lesson for politicians in 


this survey; is -the overwhelm- 
ing support of the public at 
large for special help for the 
aged Nearly 89 percent agreed 


'that the Federal government 


has the responsibility to use 
general tax revenues to help 
older people "live comforta- 
bly," and 8« percent opposed 
mandatory retirement at a 
fixed age, if the worker wants 
to continue working and is able 
to do a good Job. Interestingly, 
'81 percent of the public under 
IB, compared to Miry 71 percent 
1 of those over IB, said they were 
conscious of-and 'supported the 
need to improve conditions and 
social status of older people.

March 18 approved renewal of 
23.09 in operating taxes and 
defeated a proposal for 1.91 
mills increase in operating 
taxes. The six-tenths of a mill 
for building and site was not in 
either of the proposals.

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Victorian Glass On Display 
Gift To Hos

The Victorian period in the 


United States was a period of 
growth, of getting away from 
. plainness, of extensive interior 
decorating for the first time, 
according to Mr. and Mrs. Uno 
Hmka of St. Joseph. 


This is made evident in the 


varied collection of Victorian 
period (late 1800s to earl}- 1900s) 
vases the Honkas have oh 
display this month at Maud 
^Preston Palenske "Memorial 
jjibrary, St. Joseph. 


Most of the vases have been in 


. their family for over 30 years, 


being part'of the collection of 
Mrs. Honka's mother, the late 
Mrs. Tony (Freada) Gilbert, an 
early resident of St. Joseph. 
Mrs. Gilbert, according to Mrs. 
Honka. was a great collector 
and dealer of antiques — the 
vases were only a small part of 
her collection of old things. 


Although most of the vases on 


display are American, there are 
also some Japanese, French. 
Chinese, German and English 
pieces included. Some of the 


pieces .were obtained by the 
Honkas 
while residing 
in 


England and Scotland during 
the 1960s, when Honka was 
employed on the ballistic mis- 
sile early' warning system 
project, through the United 
States Air Force. 


According to a book by Mar- 


vin D. Schwartz. "Collectors' 
Guide to Antique Glass," 
available at the library, soon 
after the middle of the 19th 
century there was a full range of 
decorative 
techniques 
in 


America glass. However, the 


really artistic effort began in 
the 1890s when Louis Comfort 
Tiffany began making his 
Favrile glass in the Art 
Nouveaustyle. Much of the glass 
pieces that followed reflected 
the influence of Tiffany, the 
book says. 


Throughout the evolution of 


American glass, even with the 
constant revitalization of the 
houses by immigrants, the 
characteristically 
American 


elements remained''evident in 
the glass pieces manufactured, 
the book says.

homogeneous metal. The' pa- 
tents, according to the Honkas, 
for these pieces, came out 
around 1880 in the United 
States. Gold was used in the 
reheating process for the red 
color found in the glass. The red 
in the top'part of the pieces 
gradually fades into a gold color 
at the'bottom. This resulted 
during 
the glass 
blowing 


process, when the pieces were 
reheated and the gold added for 
color — it was easier to reheat 
the top. than the bottom. 


An antique pigeon blood vase 


is also on display at the library, 
and was part of 'Mrs. Honka's 
mother's collection. True to its 
name in color, it has a thickly 
applied glass overlay flower on 
one side. 


Examples of Parian glass 


were loaned to the Honkas for 
the display by Lawrence Huber 
of St. Joseph. These pieces bear 
a striking resemblance to mar- 
ble, and. according to. the 
Honkas. were popular during 
the Victorian period in this 
country because they could be 
used as a'substitute for marble. 


One of the more unique and 


rare pieces oh display is a 
Mettlaeh Castle vase. Mettlach 
Castle in Germany is-most 
commonly known for its steins, 
but vases were also made, ac- 
cording to the Honkas. This 
piece, which they obtained while 
in -England, is. unusual in 
design, 
being -completely 


covered with small raised pat- 
terns on the surface of the pot- 
tery. 


A Webbed Iridescent piece 


has a satiny smooth surface 
resulting from its processing. 
The Honkas believe the hea\ ilj 
webbed piece may be a Victor 
Durand. 
famous 
American 


glass artist of the early 1900s. 


A Cameo vase, which has 


raised designs in varied colors 
carved from one piece of glass, 
layer at a time, and bearing the 
carved signature of Emile 
Galle. is also included in the 
display. Galle, according to the 
Honkas, became prominent in 
France in 1889 at the Paris Expo 
when he first introduced this 
multi-layer glass with surface 
cutting. He became so widely 
acclaimed after the expo that he 
continued "working with this 
process and became perhaps 
the most outstanding person in 
glass in the Art Nou\eau period 


Also featured in the display 


are Spangled glass vases, which 
have a sparkling effect due to 
pieces of mica added in their 
processing; 
English 
Cobalt. 


vases, a deep blue with traces of 
what once were gold-rimmed 
bottoms but over the years have 
probably been "dusted off," ac- 
cording to Mrs. Honka, and 
were part of her mother's 
collection; 
Satsuma' vases, 


acquired by the tionkas in 
England; ruby glass, with gold 
and silver ^coatings at the bot- 
tom; Chinese and Japanese 
Cloisonne, and many more. 


The Victorian period, accord- 


ing to the Honkas, in this 
country and in most of the 
world, was a great age for 
decorative pottery and glass, 
and their display of these pieces 
is a reminder of the beauty and 
art traditional of those by-gone 
days.

nostalgia kick. Fashion buffs 
scour junk shops for art deuo 
jevvelry from the twenties and 
thirties — popular 
movies 


depict the growing pains of 
adolescents during the forties — 
and rock ;n' roll music from the 
fifties can be heard on radio 
stations coast to coast. 


All this interest in the past 


has brought with it a .warning 
for homemade foods with pure' 
and natural ingredients'. Both 
men and women are kneading 
dough tor bread and growing, 
their own herbs' and spices. 
Old-fashioned recipes .— the 
kind Grandma used to make — 
are very much in demand. 


Suggested here are two time- 


honored desserts which can be 
prepared for relatively low cost.

One attack of mumps usually 


confers permanent immunity. 
When repeated attacks of 
mumps are said to occur, there 
is greater likelihood of other 
reasons for the swelling. 


The parotid glands, on either 


side of the face, are the ones 
that are affected by mumps. 
These glands produce saliva 
which empties into the mouth 
through a tiny duct. Saliva con- 
tains 
important 
digestive 


juices. 
. 


These same glands can also 


be affected by other types of 
germs, different from the virus 
that produces mumps. Tiny 
stones in the duct may ca ise 
back pressure of saliva and 
produce swelling of the gland. 


There are now methods by 


which the duct and the gland 
can be studied by X-ray. Ab- 
normalities of the gland and the 
duct can be detected early.

peals process runs its course. 
-Appeals sometimes take up to 
five years and often last a year 
or two.

Currently, workers cannot 


receive Workmen's Compensa- 
tion if their cases are under ap- 
peal. If, in the appeal, the trial 
board decides the compensation 
should have been less than the 
70 per cent received, the worker 
would not have to repay the ex- 
cess. Instead, a Second'lnjury 
Fund would repay the Work- 
men's Compensation.Fund.

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Phnom Penh Airport Comes Under Fire 


• ' By Associated Pnss 


Conununist - led insurgents began shelling the center of Phnom 


Penh today and launched a massive drive to take the airport, field 
reports said. The besieged government fought back with ground 
and air forces. 


In South Vietiam. field reports said government troops were 


forced into their first retreat in the crucial battle for Xuan Loc but 
continued to hold the ruins of the isolated provincial capital 40 
miles east of Saigon. 


Other field reports in South Vietnam said radio contact was lost 


with the provincial capital of Phan Rang, one of two remaining 
government coastal enclaves. This generally signals the fall of a 
tawn. North Vietnamese forces also captured the strategic 
crossroads of Oau Giay on Highway 1 about 30 miles east of 
Saigon. 


A high-ranking Cambodian officer said four regiments of the 


Communist - ted insurgents were assembled for the attack on the 
airfield four miles west of Phnom Penh. One large insurgent force 
was reported trying to seize the runway. Cambodian air force T28 
fighter-bombers and gunship helicopters were reported strafing 
the rebels. 


The Khmer Rouge insurgents moved their 105mm artillery to 


the southern outskirts of Phnom Penh and began- shelling the 
central part of the city. Ten people were reported lolled and 30 
wounded by the howitzer shells. 


The territory held by the Cambodian government was steadily 


shrinking. Clouds of Mack smoke hung over the city, and. the In- 
ternational R'."d Cross declared (he-leading hotel a security zone 
for noncombatants and the sick and wounded.

Berrien Board May Join Tax Protest

A fighting mad protest against (lib state property taxing system 


by the Buchanan city commission'before the Berrien county board 
of commissioners Tuesday may bo the forerunner of some form of 
adamant protest by the county governing body later this month. 


County Finance Chairman Lad Staccy hinted after the board 


sesssion that "something is brewing", but said the exact form of 
a battle against "inflation" increases on real property was not 
clear yet. He noted that the county tax equalization report that will 
be presented to the board on April 24 will carry about a 5 per cent 
hike in real property valuations. He added that most commis- 


sioners can't agree that the value on property has gone up at all in 
the past year. 


Commissioner Kenneth Wendzel. a finance committee member, 


agreed with Staccy, in stronger terms. Wendzel and Slaccy both 
pointed out that taxpayers get hit twice if property valuation 
increases are saddled onto taxpayers. They explained that when 
valuations increase, the school districts take cuts in state aid 
•because the state aid formula makes deductions for higher 
valuations. When state aid is reduced to the schools, the district 
taxpayers have to make up the difference at the same time as they 
pay more on bigger valuations. 


Wendzel said other areas — and he named Detroit — have 


refused to boost their property valuations and the stale lax com- 
mission hasn't done a thing about it. "We're fools to keep boosting 
flur valuations." Wendzel'insisted. The entire Buchanan city 
- commission and Mayor Joseph Bachman delivered that city's lax 
assessment rolls to the county commission yesterday in dramatize 
their protest. 


Mayor liichman said the city assessor followed tax assessing 


guidelines of the county and state to the letter. It has prouced an 
increase of 11 per cent in real properly valuations and a IOS per 
cent skyrocketing of personal property figures. "We cannot live 
with it — and continue to be an economically sound community," 
the mayor told county commissioners.

PAW PAW — A former Decatur man. Franklin D. Chandler, 40, 


was resentenced yesterday to serve from 4'/4 to 10 years in state 
prison as a result of his 1973 guilty plea in Van Buren circuit court 
Id a charge of breaking and entering. 


The sentence was handed down by Judge James E. Hoff, who 


gave Chandler credit for 804 days already served. 


Chandler had been originally sentenced on April 3,1973 to serve 


from 6% to 10 years in prison on the charge, which grew out of an 
Oct. 22,1972 break-in at Page Electric, Decatur. 


He appealed his sentence to the state appeals court on the 


grounds that the sentencing judge had erred in considering 
previous unconstitutional convictions. 


The appeals court returned the case to Van Buren circuit court 


and Judge David Anderson, Jr. subsequently ruled that three of 
Chandler's previous convictions should not have been considered 
in sentencing. 


Anderson found that no proof had been made of two North 


Carolina convictions 'against Chandler, assault with a deadly 
weapon in 1951 and drunk and disorderly in 1953. He also ruled that 
a 1957 Van Buren-circuit court conviction for uttering and 
publishing.a forged check was invalid because Chandler did not 
have effective opportunity to be represented by counsel.

On Energy 


WASHINGTON ^ The U.S. 


should establish a national 
energy agency with effective 
power 
to 
carry 
out 
a 


comprehensive national energy- 
plan. W. M. Blumenthal, chief 
executive officer of the Bendix 
corp. told a Senate committee 
Tuesday. 


Testifying before-the Senate 


Committee on Interior and In- 
sular Affairs led by Sen. Henry 
Jackson. Blumenthal gave his 
support to a bill which would 
create a 
National Energy 


Production board. He insisted, 
however, that the bill should be 
strengthened by giving the 
proposed 
board clear and 


unambiguous authority to deal 
with both private and public as- 
pects of energy production and 
distribution. 


The Senate bill would es- 


tablish a National Energy 
Production board (NEPB) to 
encourage exploration for and •' 
production of energy sources on 
federally-owned land and on the 
Continental shelf. The bill also 
would provide for federal assis- 
tance in meeting transportation 
needs related to energy and in 
the production of materials vital 
to energy. 


Blumenthal suggested several 


changes needed to strengthen 
the bill. 
, 


He urged that the bill make 


clear that the NEPB has the 
responsibility 
to create a 


comprehensive national energy' 
plan, not just a plan dealing 
with energy on federal lands. 


"We must clearly pinpoint the 


capabilities of the private and 
public sectors and establish 
their roles in .ways which 
minimize duplication and op- 
timize the chances for rapid 
progress." he said. 


Blumenthal said the bill 


should assure that the resources 
of the private sector are fully 
employed before putting the 
government directly into the 
business of exploration, produc- 
tion and 
transportation of 


energy sources. 


"The government's role." he 


said, "is to motivate the private 
sector to assure that it performs 
in a way that serves the public 
interest."

He emphasized that the NEPB 


should assure that energy is 
fairly priced and available to 
users on an equitable basis, and 
that the public and private "sec- 
tor receive a fair share of the 
rewards from the development 
of federally-owned resources. 


Blumenthal urged that the 


NEPB should not become "just 
one more .government agency." 
but that it should be "something 
near to a one-siop agency for 
decisive policies and. actions in 
energy. 


"Hopefully, the powers and 


' responsibilities will be made so 


clear that the number of agen- 
cies can be reduced, procedures 
simplified, and it will become , 
dear that the NEPB is the 
principal place where policy is 
made and decisive action is 
taken. 
- 


"To 
summarize." 


Blumenthal said, "the bill 
should not encourage the entry 
of the government into the 
operational aspects of creating, 
transforming and transporting 
energy. It should make clear 
that the NEPB should rely- 
mainly on the private sector to 
assure 
that this is done. 


However, 
tne 
government 


should reserve the right to act 
where it appears that the 
private sector will fail to per- 
form in the manner called for in 
the national energy plan."

Below are Prentice-Hall's

built home on Mar. 3, 1975. You 
expect to go to closing and move 
in during April. Do you get the 
credit?

A. Yes. Even though your 


contract is dated before the key 
Mar. 13 date (see yesterday's 
column), 
you're 
okay ; if 


settlement and occupancy take 
place on or after Mar. 13. 


Q. Suppose you buy a house in 


July that the seller tells you had 
been under construction before 
the key Mar. 26 date. Later that 
turns out to be a.lie. Do you 
forfeit the credit?." 


A. Apparently, for the law 


allows the credit only for cons- 
truction started before that 
date. So haw your lawyer insist 
on a clause tat the contract 
which holds the seller liable for 
any misstatements of facts on 
construction dates. Also1 insist 
that the seller.'include this sta- 
tement in the certification he 
gives >ou for your lav return 


Q You'll get a $2,000 tax 


credit in: 1(73 but your total tax 
liability this yecr will be only 
II,9W. Can you carry over the 


extra $500 to 1976? 


A. No. The $500 is lost. Your 


credit cannot exceed your tax 
liability for the year you're en- 
titled to the credit. But perhaps 
you can accelerate income into 
1975 and defer deductions into 
1976. Ask for bonuses before 
year-end; defer contributions 
until 1976; postpone whatever 
interest payments you can. 


This is a credit. Each dollar of 


credit is a dollar less on your 
1975 tax bill.

Q. You really can't get the tax 


break untilyou file.your 1975 
return next year. Right? 


A. Not necessarily. If you pay 


estimated taxes in 1975, reduce 
your total payments by the 
amount of credit. Right after 
you buy your new house, file ah 
amended Form 1040-RS and pay 
the lower amount starting with 
your 
next 
estimated 
tax 


payment.
